aisie Williams is hold- 
ing a packet of 
Liquorice Allsorts and

Frantically chewing, 
she is getting fired up 
about the perception 
and treatment of teen- 
agers, who, she says,

her daughter's personal assistant, and her stepfather is a 


. business consultant. She lived, she tells me, a fairly ordinary, 


middle-class life — there weren't ‘bags of money to go 
around', and certainly not enough for posh drama lessons. 
But there was always something ofthe performer about her. 
‘I always wanted to make people laugh,’ she says. ‘I was so 
much more confident making a dick out of myself, basically. 
When I was little I didn't care about that, I had no reserva- 
tions. I loved to do funny accents and make my mum, my 
stepdad and brothers and sisters laugh. It's just something 
that I really enjoyed,’ 

She had no particular pull towards acting, nor sense of it 
as a possible career path: ‘I knew nothing about it. I didn’t 
even do any acting classes. There weren’t any acting classes 
locally that you could go to for free.’ However, she did take 
some dancing lessons, which led to her teacher suggesting 
she attend a talent show in Paris, where she was spotted and 
taken on by an agent.

the brutal murders of various family members. 

The next few years saw her travel the world, and also put 
full-time mainstream education aside. Her family's decision 
that she would be educated by tutors, and would not sit her 
GCSEs, caused raised eyebrows in the press — but parents 
and daughter remain adamant that she can return to her 
studies in the future if she wants to. 

Her mother, Hilary, explained at the time: ‘Maisie was
